THESE Diſburſements muſt have run the So- 
ciety into a great Debt, had they not been ena- 
bled to diſcharge them by the Rents and Sale 
of an Eſtate, that was left by Will many Years 
ago, to propagate the Goſpel in the Eaſi- Indies; 
as likewiſe by Annual Remittances ſent thither 
by Profeſſor Franck from Hall; and by a cha- 
ritable Gentleman from England, who defires to 
be unknown. —— But all theſe were not ſuffi- 
cient : ſo that the Society have been obliged to 
apply 233 Pounds to this Uſe, out of the Inte- 
reſt due on Mrs. Elizabeth Palmer's moſt gene- 
rous Legacy of 4000 Pounds, left by her to 
the General Deſigns of the Society in 1728. 


IT is thought requiſite to be ſo particular in this 
Account, that the World may know the real Ne- 
ceſſities of this Miſſion for the preſent, and be 
excited to relieve them.

But the Proteſtant Miſſionaries receive 
none of this Sort, except they be before ſuffici- 
ently grounded in the Principles of our Religi ion; 
whereas the Papiſts admit them to Baptiſm, 1 
they are but able to pronounce Feſus, Mary, and 
70% þ. That then they put a Chapelet about 
44 Neck, and a Crucifix into their Hand, and 
pronounce them ſaved and bleſſed ; and it is by 
this means that the Number of their Converts 
encreaſes ſo much every Year.

But as the Books and other Things ſent 
from Germany and England amounted to about 
250 J. more, the Society have caus'd 1000 J. Va- 
lue to be Infur'd in caſe of Accidents: and to 
the Honour of the Eaſt-India Company it muſt 
be acknowledg' d, that in regard theſe Things have 
been ſhipp'd on a Charitable Account, for the 
Service er Religion, the Court of Directors have 
allowed both Money and Goods to be ſent Freight
